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A FORM OF SABOTAGE 
A small Pennsy lv ania newspaper recently pu b­ 
lished a letter written home by a y ou ng man who 
had beeen tak en into the army u nder the se­ 
lectiv e sendee act. 
The letter was of su ch in­ 
terest that it has been reprinted in scores of 
papers across the nation. He said: “We giv e u p 
& y ear of ou r liv es, the comforts of homes, and 
cou ntless other thngs for barrack s, hard work 
and du ty from su n-u p to su n-down. 
We do 
ou r part and do it harder than any one at home, 
and y et it's the people at home who are doing 
the k ick ing and sq u awk ing. 
“They k ick abou t wages and sq u eal abou t 
hou rs, strik e, threaten to strik e, tie u p ma­ 
chinery , and there y ou are..............The people 
wanted soliders—millions of them. 
Yet ev ery 
day it’s becoming apparent that many of these 
same people think more of a few cents an hou r 
than they do of their own children and relativ es.” 
It is interesting to k nowT what y ou ng men who 
are serv ing their cou ntry in the army for less 
than a dollar a day think of the highest paid 
work men in the world who threaten to block de­ 
fense produ ction u nless they are paid still more. 
How mu ch longer will the American people 
stand for this form of sabotage? 


IT SHALL PREVAIL 
The role of science in this discordant time was 
tou ched on recently by Dr. E. H. Sk inner, in 
an editorial in the Kansas City Medical Jou rnal. 
“Science,” he wrote, “can prov ide the means 
and the measu res to bring this old world ou t of 
this chaos of despair that has been imposed by 
the philosophy of totalitarianism. Science can and 
will establish the scheme of life for all the 
world that will permit all nations to liv e accord­ 
ing to their indiv idu al competence, and for as 
long as they ex ercise this competence for the 
benefit of themselv es and their neighbors. 
“Ev en thou gh cou ntries are wiped ou t and ev en 
thou gh faith itself tak es an awfu l beating, the 
scientific merit within these smitten spots will 
ev entu ally be triu mphant. 
Tru e science cannot 
be wrong, for science is fact 
Facts can su ffer 
defeat bu t they will rise again in their own right 
and gather strength in the process. 
“Cou rage is the only emotional factor that 
giv es any one the stamina to fight on. It tak es 
as mu ch cou rage for one to be a scientist in the 
midst of war as to be in the line of battle 
........... 
Science is the tru th that shall u ltimately prev ail.” 
Science sets men free. It is when we perv ert 
the achiev ements of science and tu rn them to 
lu ch pu rposes as war, that this tru th is tempo­ 
rarily lost It is science which giv es u s the ma­ 
chines that produ ce greater leisu re, greater earn­ 
ing power, greater opportu nities for adv ance­ 
ment and su ccess. It is science which fights dis­ 
ease and banishes pain and illness and mak es for 
longer, fu ller life. Science is indiv idu al initiativ e, 
indiv idu al intelligence, indiv idu al ambition, tu rned 
to the serv ce of all people. 


NO SYMPATHY LEFT 
People are getting pretty fed u p with organ­ 
ized labor in this cou ntry and what sy mpathy 
they had for labor u nions is fast disappearing. 
Apparently the word of the u nion bosses isn’t 
worth the breath it tak es to u tter it. 
Tak e for instance the tie-u p of the defense pro­ 
gram by the closing of elev en West Coast ship­ 
y ards and dry dock s affecting gov ernment con­ 
tracts for half a billion dollars in warships, 
freighters ana other defense work . 
Some months back a u nion-management agree­ 
ment was reached by this grou p whereby strik es 
and lock ou ts were barred du ring the defense 
emergency . 
The present strik e is a direct v io­ 
lation of this agreement. 
Bu t comes now the 
C.I.O. leaders who claim they were not a party 
to the agreement. 
Comes nex t the A.F.L. ma­ 
chinists, w’ho say they nev er ratified it. 
How­ 
ev er, the agreement w’as pu blished in ev ery paper 
in the nation and w’as not refu ted at the time by 
any of the labor leaders. 
Then 5600 w’ork ers of the Colt’s Patent Fire­ 
arms company at Hartford, Conn., walk ed ou t. 
These men were mak ing .30 and .50 caliber ma­ 
chine gu ns and sidearms for the Army and Great 
Britain and the company is reported u nofficially 
to hav e $30,000,000 in u nfilled orders. 
Things hav e come to a pretty pass when a 
gang of hoodlu ms u nder the name of labor leaders 
can stop the defense program. 
These work ers are ju st as mu ch a part and 
parcel of the defense program as the million of 
boy s w’ho hav e been sent to camp. If the work ers 
hav e a right to strik e the soldiers shou ld be ac­ 
corded an eq u al right. You k now, and I k now 
W’hat wou ld happen shou ld the draftees su ddenly 
refu se to obey orders from their su periors. Are 
the work ers any better than these boy s? 
If army officers can k eep a million and a half 
soldiers in line then let’s tu rn the condu ct of de­ 
fense factories ov er to the Army leaders and 
giv e them power to deal ou t pu nishment to those 
who refu se to obey orders and if the work ers go 
ou t on strik e treat them the same way soldiers 
are handled who go A.W.O.L. 
Labor conditions in this cou ntry today are 
Identical with those in France before it capitu ­ 
lated to German gu ns.

Most people are v ery mu ch confu sed on eco­ 
nomic v alu es. They do not differentiate between 
v alu e and u tility . A thing can be u sefu l bu t not 
economically v alu able. 
In fact, the most u sefu l 
thing in the world has absolu tely no ex change 
v alu e. 
Tru th is the most u sefu l thing in the world. 
Yet, it has absolu tely no ex change v alu e. 
It is 
not property . It is absolu tely free. 
The mu ltiplication tables and the arithmetical 
principles are all the heritage of all mank ind. 
The great tru ths set forth in the Bible belong to 
all people. They are the most u sefu l things man 
can hav e, y et they are absolu tely free. They be­ 
long to all people. Of cou rse, this does not mean 
that they can be had withou t work , bu t it means 
no one can ex change them for other things. 
The man who can help ex plain them can ex ­ 
change his serv ies for other things. The man who 
prints the Bible and fu rnished the paper ex ­ 
changes this serv ice for other v alu able things. 
Bu t the tru ths in the Bible are not ex changeable, 
not saleable, becau se they are economically v alu e­ 
less. They are, as the great economist Frederick 
Bastiat say s, the common heritage from God, or 
from natu re, or from Div ine Prov idence or call it 
what y ou will.

When people ex change the fru its of their labor 
for what is k nown as natu ral resou rces, they are 
ex changing their labor for tbe former labor that 
made these natu ral resou rces appear to hav e 
v alu e. 
No man wou ld giv e ev en a loaf of bread for a 
thou sand acres of the richest land in the world or 
for a sq u are mile in the heart of the bu siness sec­ 
tion of New York , if he believ ed he cou ld not se­ 
cu re tools and accu mu lated k nowledge that wou ld 
mak e them u sefu l to him. 
He wou ld not giv e any thing becau se, withou t 
tools and withou t the accu mu lated k nowledge, 
they wou ld be v alu eless. What people forget is 
that it is the past labor on and arou nd land that 
mak es it hav e v alu e. 
There is a great difference between v alu e and 
u tility . 
Failu re to u nderstand this has cau sed 
many people to become socialistic and commu nis­ 
tic. 
It has cau sed many man-made laws to be 
made that interfere with natu ral, God-giv en laws. 
The failu re to u nderstand this stands in the way 
of progress. To the degree that people u nderstand 
this, will they prosper and be happy . 
Yes, the thing of most u tility in all the world 
has absolu tely no ex change v alu e. 
It is tru th. 
As Jesu s said, “You shall k now the tru th and the 
tru th shall mak e y ou free.”

Berlin 
say s that a long illness had had its effect u pon the 
party comrade’s mind. London affirms that he is 
entirely sane and that his flight was deliberate and 
v olu ntary . 
In the absence of any au thenciated ex planations 
the one that occu rs immediately and rationally 
is that Hess was alarmed and decided on flight to 
escape Himmler’s police. If he did so, he left hos­ 
tages behind. His wife and son are at home and 
Hess shou ld k now how mu ch tenderness they might 
ex pect if he were su spected of anV treachery . Un­ 
til what is my steriou s in this sensational episode 
is cleared u p, as it sooner or later will be, specu la­ 
tion is hazardou s. There are too many rather than 
too few possible motiv es, self-presev ation remain­ 
ing in the forefront. 
A German annou ncement said that a letter left 
behind indicated that Hess was in disordered men­ 
tal condition and was the v ictim of hallu cinations, 
one that he cou ld restore peace in the world. Mental 
derangement wou ld be the first thing the Nazis 
wou ld su ggest when they discov ered that they had 
an amazing party dereliction on their hands. De­ 
mentia wou ldn’t be an oddity in Hitler's circle. 
Hess had been Hitler’s companion in the beer hall 
pu tsch and was in prison with him when he began 
the dictation of “Mein Kampf.” Hess was one of 
the collaborators on that. Early association with 
Hitler didn’t sav e the men he mark ed for death in 
the blood pu rge and it wou ldn’t sav e any body who 
for reason or not got his ill fav or or became su s­ 
pected by him. 
One of the British comments on the flight to 
Scotland is that the depu ty fu ehrer in escaping to 
Britain chose the one spot within fly ing distance 
where he wou ld be safe from Hitler’s agents. That 
was the land of his enemies. Any where else he 
cou ld hav e been arrested or k illed. 
In Great 
Britain he is as safe as he cou ld be from Himmler’s 
agents and tak es only the chances of other peo­ 
ple on the island from Herr Goering’s bombs. 
British inq u iries may soon get a rev ealing state­ 
ment of his reasons. 
Meanwhile pu zzled people 
will wonder whether the affair is as significant as 
It is sensational.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Hit­ 
ler seems to be letting ou t the 
clu tch for one of his familiar all- 
ou t 
propaganda 
rides on the 
Roosev elt gov ernment. The Ger­ 
man short wav e raido broadcasts 
hav e su ddenly manifest tactics 
su spiciou sly similar to the ty pe 
of campaigns they u sed against 
Eu ropean 
adv ersaries. 
These 
show an 
intimate, catalogu ed 
k nowledge of American political 
doings and are obv iou sly the re­ 
su lt of a methodical Nazi prepa­ 
ration as 
shrewdly dev ised as 
their military campaigns. 
Some of the broadcasts are ap­ 
pealingly contribed in American 
slang iwth the poison sly ly cov ­ 
ered with good hu mor. Mr. Roos­ 
ev elt is called “FDR,” and Amer­ 
ican political figu res freq u ently 
by their first names. References 
are ev en made to their wiv es and 
families. The whole hits the line 
of anti-semitism (naming Jewish 
officials), encou raging rebellion 
against the tax bill, promising 
farmers Eu roean mark ets, slu g­ 
ging “FDR”' and family . 
It is strictly an u ndermining 
effort.

FBI has simu lanteou sly pick ed 
u p information that Nazi films 
hav e been 
su mggled 
into this 
cou ntry from Sou th America. One 
is designed to demonstrate the in­ 
v incibility of the Nazi army . It 
is called “Victory in the West.” 
Another is anti-semitic. One copy 
of the military film was pick ed 
u p somewhere abroad by the army 
and shown priv ately to ou r mili­ 
tary officers months ago.

The gov ernment is somewhat 
distu rbed by these and similar 
manifestations 
(circu lation 
of 
pamphlets,

etc.) Bu t for the present is ju st 
listening and reading. Ev en Hit­ 
ler cou ld not find an answer to 
short wav e 
foreign 
broadcasts 
short of decreeing mu rder for his 
listeners.

The federal

position as 
Charlie McCarthy with Mr. Ber­ 
gen. Heis in their lap. 
Therefore, it may not be im­ 
portant that all sides here and in 
Eu rope deny a v ersion which log­ 
ically fitted the .k nown facts. It 
is that Hitler dispatched his tru st­ 
worthy intimate with a seriou s 
peace propsal, u nder an arrange- 
men whereby Hitler was to de­ 
nou nce Hess as hallu cinated if no 
satisfactory answer came within 
48 hou rs. The peace plan cou ld 
hav e been rou ghly the same as 
carired in this colu mn u nder date 
of May 6 with the prediction that 
it wou ld shortly emanate from 
iNa zi sou rces.

character. 
If he were going to 
split at all on any su bject with 
iHtler he wou id hav ea parachu te 
himself wholly ou t of his life- 
character as a dev oted watchdog 
ty pe wholly dev oid of indiv idu al 
initativ e and a,s cru elly brav e per­ 
sonally as all the other Nazi lead­ 
ers with blod on their hands. • 
It is mighty hard to think that 
ty pe of man wou ld flee his be­ 
lov ed wife and child as well as 
his eq u ally belov ed fu ehrer to 
sav e ids pwn v alu eless sk in.

a ttempting to diso wn respo nsibil­ 
ity fo r v io lence tha t mig ht o ccur. 
Lewis did no t wire President 
Ro o sev elt to tha t effect, but tele­ 
pho ned Fra nces Perkins, the Sec­ 
reta ry o f La bo r, a nd Go v . Ga v ey 
o f Ohio tha t “ so mewhere in this 
la nd there sho uld be a utho rity to 
prev ent the co ntempla ted butch­ 
ery o f o ur peo ple in these mills 
to mo rro w.” He wa s spea king o f 
the struck steel pla nts in Ohio , 
where his C.I.O. pickets were try ­ 
ing to prev ent o ther men fro m 
g o ing to wo rk a nd wha t he pla inly 
mea nt wa s tha t there wo uld be 
butchery if the wo rkers tried to 
g o to their jo bs. He wa nted the 
mills clo sed by the po wers o f g o v ­ 
ernment where the pickets a nd 
the Co mmunist rev o lutio nists ha d 
fa iled to a chiev e tha t effect fo r 
him. 
Ho wev er, Sena to r La Fo llette’s 
repo rt o n the situa tio n in Jo hns­ 
to wn emplo y s quo ta tio n ma rks 
a ro und the “ rumo red inv a sio n” o f 
the tro ubled city by Lewis’ co a l 
miners, a nd wha t I wa nt to sho w 
is tha t this wa s no t a n ima g ina ry 
da ng er but a n a ctua l o ne. 
Russell Po rter, the New Yo rk 
Times repo rter o n the scene in 
Jo hnsto wn, wro te tha t “ Mr. Fa g ­ 
a n (the president o f District 2 o f 
the Mine Wo rkers) sa id 40,000 
wa s a co nserv a tiv e estima te o f 
the miners who wo uld co me fro m 
the western a nd centra l Pennsy l­ 
v a nia co a l fields to a ttend a ma ss 
meeting o f the C.I.O. steel strik­ 
ers to mo rro w,” a t which Philip 
Murra y , the cha irma n o f the steel 
wo rkers’ 
o rg a nizing 
co mmittee 
wo uld be the principa l spea ker. 
In the fa ce o f this threa t Go v . 
Ea rle, the New Dea l’s o wn bo y 
in Pennsy lv a nia a t the time a nd 
a ma n who ha d mo menta ry tho ug h 
juv enile a spira tio ns to the pres­ 
idency , did fo r Lewis just wha t 
Mr. Lewis wa nted do ne. Remem­ 
bering , no do ubt, the time in 19 22, 
when a teleg ra m fro m Mr. Lewis 
to the miners a t Herrin, HI., wa s 
clo sely fo llo wed by the ma ssa cre 
o f 26 una rmed ca ptiv e men, Go v . 


Ra rle o blig inly clo sed the mills by 
the a rmed fo rces o f the sta te. 
The “ inv a sio n” wa s no t a mere 
“ rumo r” but a n a ctua l pla n to 
ma rch 40,000 ma ssed pa rtisa ns 
into a scene o f co ntentio n a l­ 
rea dy ma rked by so me blo o dshed, 
a nd Lewis wa s permitted to sa v e 
his fa ce a nd esca pe mo ra l respo n­ 
sibility fo r a ny thing tha t mig ht 
ha v e ha ppened when the g o v erno r 
surrendered to his unio n. 
The men who ha d been wo rking 
a nd who a ppa rently wa nted to 
co ntinue to wo rk o bv io usly were 
no t pla nning to a tta ck 40,000 co a l 
miners, plus the steel strikers who 
were o ut o f the pla nts, a nd the 
ideo lo g ica l despera do es who ha d 
snea ked into the situa tio n with o r 
witho ut the welco me a nd indo rse­ 
ment o f the C.I.O. 
If Civ il Wa r ha d bro ken o ut, 
fo llo wed, a s in Herrin, by ma ssa ­

Ea rle cra cked do wn o n he v ictim 
o f the implied mena ce a nd the sit­ 
ua tio n disso lv ed. 
In the Herrin ca se Lewis’ tele­ 
g ra m to his miners to ld him they 
wo uld be justified in reg a rding 
the no n-strikers, who , incidenta l­ 
ly , were members o f a no ther 
unio n, “ in the sa me lig ht a s they 
do a ny o ther co mmo n strike­ 
brea ker.” 
After the ma ssa cre Lewis de­ 
plo red the blo o dshed, denied tha t 
his first teleg ra m co uld ha v e in­ 
stig a ted it a nd sa id the ra nks o f 
his mine wo rkers ha d been “ in­ 
fested with tho usa nds o f detec­ 
tiv es a nd secret o pera tiv es who se 
emplo y ment by the co a l co mpa n­ 
ies depends o n their a bility to 
pro v o ke v io lence a nd disturb pub­ 
lic tra nquility . 
This ma y ha v e 
been true, but the co mmunity wa s 
intensely pa rtisa n to Lewis' unio n, 
a nd if Lewis ha d leg a l ev idence 
to suppo rt his cha rg e it is stra ng e 
tha t no t a sing le murderer o f the 
26 men ev er wa s punished.
